Pancars of the Accident to

Glaudine.
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l. luterstlii;; llinlcet of Neu from
Maui nnd Uaw-nl- several 5trlou
MUJiaji IIIIuN New Ice Machine
ante, an Injury to Mr- - Terr$.

Maui, April 2S. Maui people
!ooktl in vain for the Claudiue during
Wednesday morning, the 25th inst.
The island's favorite steamer was not
at her moorings. What could be the
matter? Revolution, casualty or
what? Tlie story of the weeks epi-iso- de

is as follows:
The Claudiue left Honolulu Tuesday

eveniug with the large bark Alden
Hesse In tow, but the wind was so
strong that Wednesday morning the
liglituouse on tue end oi .Molokai was
still ahead of her. Just before noou
she reached Lahaina, aud :is the water
was smoother, Captain Cameron
ordered the hawser to be shortened.
This task was successfully accom-
plished, but in the meauwnile the big
bark had cotten considerable stern-wa- y

on. The captain, noting this,
stopped the steamer so that the strain
would not be too great when the line
became taut. Nevertheless, the strain
was so tremendous that the iron bits,
around which the hawser was secured
aboard the steamer, gave way, aud
pieces of iron Hew in all directions
with a mighty force. The second
mate, stauding to one side, was struck
by a small fragment just above the
forehead, inllictiug quite a serious
flesh wound. Two native sailors
stauding back of the bits received
greater injuries. Oue of them was
wounded just above the ankle, open-
ing a deep gash, from which the blood
spurted copiously. The other was
struck by a large piece just below the
knee and fell forward as though shot.
When picked up it was discovered
that a leg had been broken, the bones
in the vicinity of the fracture being
badly shattered.

Dr. Allen, of Haua, fortunately
being on board, did much to relieve
the sulleriug of the wounded ones.

In the face of so much micfortune,
Captain Camerou decided to land pas-
sengers and mail at Maalaea, and to
pick up Pilot English, of Kahului, to
assist him rounding the windy Kaha-kulo- a

point. The pilot, having been
summoned by telephone from La-
haina, met the steamer at the bay,
and soon boarded the Besse, which
had been temporarily left at Lahaina.
The bark ami its convoy arrived in
ivauuiui iiinrs-ua- at a o'clock a. m.
The three iniured men were lauded al
Maalaea and taken to Wailuku Hos-
pital.

The Claudine did not get away for
Haua till early Friday morniug.

The master of the Allien Bese is
Captain Charles Potter, well known
to Maui people.

STRAY SCRIMJLIXGS.
During last evening, the 27th iust ,

the old Wailuku saloon buildinjr,
the depot, wa burned to the

ground. Some natives living near by
discovered the lire about 9 o'clock p.
m., but as it originated from the in-
side aud had gained great headway,
nothing could be done to prevent total
destruction. Not only were the build-
ing and outhouses completely con-
sumed, but the front platform of the
Kahului Itailroad Co.'s station was
burned, and it was only by great
efforts that the depot itselt was saved.
The destroyed buildiug was a large
two and one-ha- lf 3tory wooden struc-
ture belonging to Mrs. Batchelor. It
was formerly used as a saloon, but re-
cently it has been undergoing repairs,
preparatory to be opened as a hotel.
Painters had been at work, and the
owner is in Honolulu, so rumor says,
purchasing eil'ects to lit up the house.
The cause of the casualty can oury be
conjectured. It i suited that'tLe
property was insured. H. H. Plem-me- r,

several of the Catholic brothers
and some natives saved the depot
from destruction.

This was the second Wailuku lire
during the week. On Tuesday eve-
ning, the 24th inst., a small Chinese

opposite Henry Roberts'
butcher shop on Market street, was
Iestroyed. Through the efforts of

citieens the adjoining buildings in this
thickly-settle- d part of the village
wTe saved.

On Monday, the 23d inst., two Chi-
namen, Loi Sin; and Ah Koni were
committed for burglary at the Wai-
luku police court by Justice Daniels.
The story of their crime and arrest
is as follows: During the night of the
10th inst. the Spreckelsville planta-
tion store was entered throuch a
window and about $10 worth of dry
goods, watch chains, shoes etc., were
spirited away. Thursday, the 19th
iiiat-- , Deputy Sherill'Hocking was in-
formed that the aforesaid Celestials
nad been seen bearing mvsterious '

bandies into a certain Haiku gulch.
Upon searching the house of Aiona, a
Chinese vegetable gardener residing
in the ravine, about half of the stolen
property was recovered, anil when
Loi S ui a i I Ah Koni were apprehend-
ed on- - was wearing a stolen under-
shirt and the other was sporting a
mir of Spreckelsville store pumps.
There is a third Oriental concerned
in the felony still at large. 1 be charge
of receiving stolen property against
Aiona failed when he was brought to
trial. Some clothing belonging to T.
Enimesley of Huelo was also found in
the gardener's shanty.

Last Wednesday evening, the 25th,
a farewell reception in the guise of
a surprise party va given Mr. ami
Mrs. H. Laws at ihe Paia residence of
Mr. J. W Colvillc. A large gathering
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of Makawao people filled the parlors
and bid farewell to the lady aud gen-

tleman who are soou to become resid-
ents of Honolulu. After a short pro-
gramme of entertainment, Mr. H. P.
Baldwin made a little speech eulogiz-
ing Mr. Laws' eight years of faithful
service at Paia plantation. Mr. Laws
responded, thanking his frieads and
neighbors for their great kindness in
the past. Dr. Beckwith also made
some appropriate remarks.

down to Honolulu as a constitutional
delegate nominee. It is unfartunate
that Hilo has two men in the field as
both are eminently qualilied to sit in
the convention aud will probably do
so at the expense of one of the candi-
dates from the other districts.

A Portuguese child of three sum-
mers had a narrow escape from drown
ing in six inches of water last Friday.
The little urchin was playing near
the drain on Kukaiau stream when
he slipped and fell headlong into it.

Some time ago, while a Chinaman
and three Japanese carpenters were
working on a cane Hume at the cross-
ing of the Hakalau gulch.some planks
gave way and precipitated two of the
workmen, the Chinese and one Japan-
ese, from the dizzy height into the
water ponds of the Hakalau gulch.
They immediately sank and disap-
peared. Some days after the body of
the Japanese was recovered, but to
this day the Chinaman's body has not
been found.

The total number ot registered vot-
ers here was SI at 7:30 on Saturday
evening, April 21st. Of these 50 are
Portuguese, nearly all homestead
farmers.seven native Hawaiiaus.Gov-ernmeu- t

officials, and eighteen of
other nationalities. All the Govern-
ment ollicials and employees regis-
tered, except the Hamakua Road
Supervisor, Mr. Henry Hall, a rank
royalist, and the Captain of the Ha-
makua Police, William Green. The
latter says he will resign at the end of
this month. '

Influential royalists did ail they
could to keep the natives away and it
Is to be regretted that they almost en-
tirely earned it their own way.

Mr. Wilson left here for Honolulu
via Kawaihae last week, having suc-
ceeded in disposing of all the goods in
the store.

Mr. James Horner and wife left here
for Honolulu through Kawaihae, to-

day. They will board the Kinau at
the latter place.

The school attendance at the Gov-
ernment school here on the opening
day after the Easter vacation num-
bered seventy-fiv- e boys and girls,
nearly all Portuguese. The school
board, however, employs as teacher a
Kanaka who speaks nothing but Ha-
waiian.

Koiiala, April 20. The concert at
Kohala Seminary on Saturday night
was a great success. It was held in
the large school room, aud there was
sufficient audieuce to just comfortably
fill the room. The programme was
varied in character, some assistance
being given by outsiders. It was of a
suitable length, auu the audience did
not have a moment's uuhappiness.
